Followed by clover sown in both fall 
ami spring, so as to be ccid ain of a 
catch, will choke them very effectually, 
and in this way the Canada thistle can 
be conquered, and the rule applies both 
to daisies and other varieties. 
The dock family can best be killed by 
pulling up on the plow fields, aud iu 
meadows and about the buildings by 
cutting oft the root about three inches 
b elo w the crown with a mattock with a 
square-faced cutting edge. 
Two or 
three times going oA'er them will eradi­ 
cate them provided uoiie are felt to go 
to seed. 
An old farmer at our el bo av says that 
blackberries eau be killed bv mowing 
them in May and again in August, and 
then turning on sheep to eat the tender 
shoots as fast as they spring up. 
Or, if 
sheep are not to be had, plow tin* lot, 
drag thoroughly with a bent-tooth drag 
and so av to rye.' Milkweed, rag weed 
aud other varieties that grow from the 
seed alone can only be? choked out by a 
continued use of tin* scythe. 
Let the 
cultivation be as thorough a-* it may, 
these tramps of nature will infest the 
fields to ail extent proportioned to the 
vigilance exercised in their extermina­ 
tion.
